These fel 
lowsapiM-Miehcd us without the slightest 
stivpicion, and their lirst warning was a 
volley which knocked over a full dozen 


On that famous inarch to Cabul the 


watchword was, "1'ass on." In morethan 
a score of instances the British army left 
nal ive garrisons to the right, left or rear of 
them. There was about as much danger 
in l he rear as in the front. It was constant 
war Tare on a line a hundred miles lonu 
We knew pretty well what to look for, and 
were in no wise disappointed when the sun 
went down to find ourselves liesieged by a 
fore c of at least 300 natives. Our coup had 
tlumfounded them, however, and not agun 
was fired during the afternoon or night 
1'hcv must plan how best to overcome us' 
Anil the problem no doubt worriiui them 
We had four stout walls ten feet high 
oreniihof the purest water and provisions 
for sixty uajs. it was hard to figure 
AKitnibt that, and we turned iu that night 
with a feeling that we would be left midis- 
turliwl. 
Xothiiig whatever occurred to 


alarm us, and during all next forenoon we 
«lid not catch bight of a native. Exactly at 
noon a native bearing a flag of truce came 
acro-s the valley. As wo did not want him 
to know our strength, I was sent out to 
meet him ten paces from the Rate. 


"I demand the surrender of the fort " he 


said in broken English. 


"A nd if we surrender?" I asked. 
"} ou will all be put to death." 
"lint if we refuse?" 
"J! will be death just the same." 
"Then we refuse." 
The native stalked off without another 


word or look, and soon disappeared across 
the \alley. Ten minutes later three field 
pieces opened fire on us with solid shot from 
thc 
< over of a mass of rocks and bushes 


about six hundred yards away. Every boll 
stru< k the north wall, hut they might as 
well have been bullets, for all the harm 
they did. We let them fire away for half 
an hour, and then four of the men who 
carried elephant rifles, which had been 
pickul up atPeslmwur. went to the loop- 
holes and dropped two gunners apiece in- 
side of two minutes. This caused the bat- 
tery to withdraw in a hurry, and we were 
bothered no more that afternoon. Piled 
against the eastern wall of the fort on the 
Inside was a large quantity of heavy poles 
•nd rude planks. We bad at first supposed 
this material to have been brought in for 
firewood, and had used some of it for our 
fires. It now occurred to the lieutenant 
that i here were not enough loopholes in 
the wall to accommodate even our smal 
force, and that the natives had brought in 
that st uff to erect platforms. He at once 
set the whole force at work, and we did not 
knock off until midnight. Then we had a 
solid platform against the north and east 
walls, l>eing about seven feet high. This 
would enable us to use the top of the walls 
*u» a breastwork. The other two sides of 
the fort could not be scaled because of 
the nature of the ground. 


The night passed quietly, and some of 


our men began to think the natives had 
withdrawn from our locality to go to the 
front. Those of ns who bad fought them 
before knew better. At 8 o'clock I got 
upon, the platform with a spyglass,and 
looking into the thickets on the other side 
of tlie valley, I was sure I could see at 
leao. live hundred natives. 
That wag 


really only half the number. From the 
movement of those I could see I felt cer- 
tain they were about to charge, and I had 
•carcely reported this when they broke 
cover with yells and shrieks and dashed 
at the fort. The idea of the platform 
must have been an inspiration. But for it 
the fort would have been taken. 


As the natives broke cover the loopholes 


were nmnnedand the rest of the force or- 
dered on to the platform. Running ahead 
of the main line were thirty or forty men 
««oh with a great stick In his hand. After 


were quantities of quinine, morphine, calo- 
mel and other drugs which our hospital 
corps had lost at the same time. When I 
reported the find to the lieutenant I also 
made a request of him, and after consider- 
able argument it was granted 


Night came on with a strong wind from 


the north and an overcast sky, and it 
only fairly dark when I was let out oj 
gate with two pailfuls of the alcohol. The 
uuti\es wore firing away as usual, and as I 
walked down among the dead I heard the 


*ip"' of buHets all around me. I had a 


saturated cloth over my mouth and cotton 
in my nostrils, and I could stand the odor 
very well 
There was considerable grass 


and brush on the field, and I distributed 
the alcohol pretty liberally over both the 
soil and the dead. It took four trips to 
emptv thc barrel. It was then knocked to 
piece-, and the material carried out 
The 


last act was to light a match and set fire 
to » paper, and a minute later I was safe 
in the fort, and the field of the dead was 
all ablaze 
Before midnight we had wiped 


out the threatened danger, much to the 
chagrin and indignation of the natives 
llie relief came too late, however, for some 
of our poor fellows. 
Within the next 


three days we had five deaths, every one of 
them, no doubt, due to the pestilential 
odor; and the constant strain of watchinir 
had begun to tell upon all the living 


We had been afraid the natives would 


bring up a mortar and drop shells into the 
fort, but we hod been besieged for three 
weeks before they got one into position, 
Ihey opened fire one afternoon, but of ten 


heads a?!* went^wTld*"Th'en"thTmortor 
burst, killing all around it, and we were 
safe. On tho fortieth day from the hour 
we entered the fort tho natives made an- 
otherilosh at the wails. Our force was now 
reduced to thirty-one men, and four of these 
were d-wu with fever and unable to raise 
their heads. We hod warning of the dash 
and wore prepared for it. Every man on 
the plntform had three loaded muskets. 
We took thirteen loaded shells belonging 
to the gun, cut the fuses short, and laid 
them on the wall. Beside each was a piece 
of lighted punk. It was estimated that 
there v, ere fully 600 natives in the attack- 
ing party, and they carried about fifty lad- 
ders. The fight didn't last ten minutes. 
It was I he shells we rolled down among 'em 
which did the work. I believe the dead 
and wounded were fully 200, but they could 
afford that loss better than the three we 
had killed outright. 


The cool weather had now come and on 


the night of the fifht snow fell to the 
depth of six inches. For two days after 
not a shot was fired. Then, for the next 
twenty, we had no rest day or night. They 
(lid not attempt another assault, but coolly 
wucnUitudl to w««r uo out. A few more 
days would have accomplished this. On 
the seventy-first day of our investment we 
were relieved by a British force, but there 
were only eight of ns able to stand oa our 
feet. Iu all, only twenty-two of us were 
alive. Oa the day of the relief fifty Afghans 
could have scaled the walls and taken the 
fort.—Now York Sun.

Mpxon & Co., his first publishers, he re- 
ceived, on an average, £1,500 a year in roy- 
alties. Later, Messrs. Strahau & Co. paid 
him £5,000 for his works already in print, 
which were to be published on commis- 
sion; and during the flve years of the con- 
tract they paid him over £31,000. His next 
publishers were Messrs. King & Co., whose 
engagement was to pay £4,000 a year, with 
a separate account for new works. Now 
the laureate is in the hands of Messrs. Mac- 
millan & Co., who are reported to have 
paid him £700 for his "Jubilee Ode "—Lon- 
don Tit-Bits.

EDITOR GAZKTTH:—on tlio Dth daj of March, 


18al, ended the term of the Burgess and Council 
for the past year, and a new one will shoitly en- 
ter upon their duties In Borough matteis. How 
far the status of the new council has been mi. 
proved by tho election of «omc new members, the 
tax-payers will huve to wait lor an answer. That 
there huve bean some good men elected there can 
be no doubt, and the people are encouraged to 
hope for a better state or things than have ex- 
isted m the past by borough legislation. It Is to 
be hoped that tho new members will show an in- 
dependent spirit in all matters pertaining to the 
best Interest? of the borough. 
The legisla- 


tion of the post hat not only been unwise and ex- 
travagant, but in nianv instances reckless and 
detrimental to the best mturesis of the borough 
nnaneially and morally. Of this there it no 
doubt in the minds of every Intelligent citizen. 


Among the (list things the New Council should 


do is to ascertain, by a thorough investigation J 
what the financial status ol the borough la ; what 
her reliable resources are; liow much sheoftei 
tor money borrowed ; how many outstanding or- 
ders aud debts contacted for and not adjudica- 
ted. The borough statement, as published in the 
last week's papers, is a reflection on a common 
school education. There la another important 
matter that demands prompt and decided action 
on the part of the new council, and that is the 
ro-organlzation ol tlie present police force. 
There is no question but that the present syhteiu 
is inefficient, costly and unsatisfactoiy to the 
moral sentiment ot the people. Why should we 
have a man on tlie police torce who will hob- 
nob with drunkards and disturbers of the peace, 
and appear in Court and by his testimony try to 
break down the testimony ol some ten of the best 
bus'nessmen in tho borough, who had to resort 
to the law for protection against tlie annoyance 
of themselves and injury to their business, irom 
a habitual drunken disturber ot the peace? Nor 
will the moral sentiment of the people tolerate 
the appointment of a man on the police force who 
would go into a public school and brow beat and 
nsult a female teacher before her scholars, for 
:he punishment of his Incorrigable child by set- 
ing him on the platform. People will bo loath 
to move into a community where such a state ot 
things are allowed. We are of tho opinion that 
It'council would appoint tour good and reliabl" 
men as policemen, it would be all sufficient. Tw 
to act by day and two by night, and then to al 
ternate weekly. Hcgulate their duties by ord 
nance, pay them a salary of live hundred dollar 
each, yearly. Appoint no man on the force wh 
holds another offlce, as It is against the law to d< 
so. Solicit applicants for the .appointments an. 
a dozen good and reliable men will respond, ain, 
the new system will prove more efficient and les 
costly than the pro-cut one, by at least three 
hundred dollars a year, and give better satisfac 
tion to the tax payers-, wlio will cheerfully pay al 
assessments and support council in all necilei.

tl an horse power. Tho power stations 
und dynamos necessary to utilize it can 
In- ti'jiir enough together to make it an 
e;isi' jiKitter to keOD^the electrical, para 
rt.nning. But when it comes to long 
distance lines the case is wholly differ- 
ent. At intervals of every few miles it 
will be nocesfuuy to erect costly power 
st itions and dynamos. These most be 
of Mich a character as to develop many 
hundred times the power required to op- 
erate street railways. They would there- 
fore be vastly more expensive than the 
strain locomotive engines at present in 
ns..-. The railroad companies of the pres- 
on t day are not flinging millions abroad 
in dividends, as is well known, and the 
mutter of the added expense would offer 
an insuperable objection. 


There is another equally great It is 


well known that electric currents ore 
"kittle cattle to drive." No method has 
as yet been invented to make even an 
electric light burn steadily five consecu- 
tivo minutes at a time. If the electric 
mode of propulsion wero adopted there 
would be frequent "stoppages of the en- 
tire traffic for periods varying from five 
minutes to several hours." In case of 


distance railway trains the public 


could not put up with this one day. 
The 


objnction, however, only shows that elec- 
trical transmission of power has not yet 
been perfected. 


Finally the writer in question reminds 


his readers of a universal ""-rtaVe in the 
popular mind in regard to electricity. It 
is not, as is supposed, a source of un- 
limited power in and of itself. It is 
merely a manifestation of energy, a con- 
venient way of applying power previous- 
ly produced. 
The radiant energy of the 


sun stored up in coal is transformed into 
power through the steam engine. That 
power is merely transmitted along the 
electric wire to the point where it is 
utilized.

ering itself and its disastrous conse- 
quences are frightfully real. Miss Call 
defines the difference between a real 
emotion and a false and morbid erne to 
bo this: If the emotion is genuine and 
healthful, whether it ia pleasant or un- 
pleasant, we shall learn its lesson and 
gain health and strength of character 
from it. If on the contrary it is false 
and morbid it injures the health and 
weakens the character. So our friends 
among the young ladies and gentlemen 
can judge by this token whether their 
hopeless lovo is real or false.

The name by which these fits are known 
in colleges is "dry drunks." The term 
decribes a state of intense nervous ex- 
citement and want of control. 
Thia 


state Miss Call designates as a condition 
of sham emotion, and she adds: "It has 
often seemed to me mat Sham emotions 
are a woman's form of getting drunk 
and nervous prostration is its delirium 
tremens." "It is an inexpressibly sad 
sight to see a woman broken down and 
an invalid for no reason whatever but 
the unnecessary nervous excitement ol 
weeks and months of sham emotion." 


How con one master these sham emo- 


tions, so as to grow strong, self-con- 
tained and helpful? Miss Call explains 
how in a paragraph on mastering the 
temper: 


Many of na know the sense of relief which 


follows a volleys of indignant words. To sa 
that we can get a far greater and more laatia 
relief without a word, hot simply through re- 
laxing our muscles and freeing our excited 
nerves, seems tame, but it Is practically true, 
and Is Indeed the only way from a physiea 
standpoint that one may be sure of controlling 
a high temper. In that way also we keep th 
spirit, tho power, the strength, f>om which the 
temper comes, and so far from being tame, 
llle has more for us. We do not tire ourselvea, 
and lose nervous force through the wear am 
tear of losing our temper. To speak express- 
ively. If not aclonUBeaUy—Lot go, and let the 
temper slip over your nerves and off. 
You do 


not lose tt then, for you know where It is, anc 
you keep all the nervous force that would have 
been used in suppression or expression for 
better work. 


So with a fit of nerves or blues, 01 


chronic grief and despair. Do not reste 
and try to fight it back; simply "let go." 
Relax the muscles of your body all over. 
Then the worry will pass off and on) 
through your nerves. 


Koop still, that all which Is good may come 


to you, and live out to others that your life 
may broaden for use. In this way we can take 
all that nature is ready to give us, and wil 
constantly give us, and use It as hers and fol 
her purposes, which are always tho truest and 
beet. Then we live as a little child would live 
—only with more wisdom.
